train was carrying large sums in the 
registered mail pouches. 

The train was just pulling out of the 
station at Kankakee at 11:15 o'clock. 
The door of the mail car was open. As 
the train began to take on speed a 
man jumped into the car. 

James P. Walker, 6420 Ellis avenue, 
who was in charge of the car, turned 
to the man and demanded: 

“Hey, who are you, and what do 
you want on here?”

DUBLIN, May 13.—Fifty police bar- 
racks were destroyed in raids Wednes- 
day night, according to an official 
statement issued from Dublih castle 
this evening. Twenty income tax of- 
fices were raided and their documents 
burned. Seven courthouses also were

The destruction of police barracks, 
as shown by thecastle communication, 


was almost on as great and well or- 
ganized a scale as in similar attacks 


last Easter, when more than sixty bar- 


racks were attacked. Most of the bar- 
racks in the present case had been 
abandoned, and no loss of life was en- 


tailed.

Several attacks occurred in the 
counties of Antrim, Cork, Leitrim and 
Wexford.

MY NAME FORGED, 
DANIELS SAYS OF 
SIMS CABLEGRAM 


Asserts He Never Held 
Opinions Set Forth. 


Washington, D. C., May 13.—Secre- 
tary Daniels told the senate naval in- 
vestigating committee today that he 


had not signed a cablegram bearing 
what purported to be his signature, 
which was among those read to the 
committee by Rear Admiral Sims when 
the investigation began. The original 
of the message, Mr. Daniels said, did 
not show his signature and he added 
that his name had been forged to the 
copy presented by Admiral Sims. 

Mr. Daniels declared Admiral Sims 
in his statement had stressed the 
words “ Signed, Daniels,” on comment- 
ing on the message, and had said that 
its purport had made him feel like 
“jumping overboard.” 

The cablegram concluded with the 
sentence: 

“In regard to convoys, I consider 
that American vessels having armed 
guards are safer when sailing inde- 
pendently.” 

Pronounces It a Forgery. 


at the British embassy, through which 
it was transmitted and was signed 
“A. F. Carter, by direction of the 
chief of naval operations,’’ Mr. Daniels 
told the committee, presenting copies 
of the original dispatch. He added 
that he had never held the opinion set 
forth and knew as soon as Admiral 
Sims read the message to the commit- 
tee that he had not signed ti. 
“Somewhere, somebody was guilty 
of signing my name to an Official dis- 
patch which the orgiinal ‘here pro- 
duced shows I never signed,” Mr. 
Daniels said, “or of altering a dis- 
patch by erasing the real signature and 
substituting ‘Daniels.’ I knew that if 
my name appeared on such a telegram 
it would be because somebody had 
forged my name to it.” 
Admiral Sims owed both the country 
and himself an apology for the impres- 
sion conveyed by testimony based upon 
false signature, Mr. Daniels said, and 
should produce the person who altered 
the signature. 
Says Sims Favored Cargo Ships. 
Much of Secretary Daniels’ testi- 
mony today was devoted to Admiral’ 
Sims’ criticisms of the department’s 
troop convoy methods. The admiral, 
Mr. Daniels declared, persisted in re- 
garding cargo ships as more vital than 
troop ships and took the attitude that 
the former should be protected, if nec- 
essary, at the cost of the transports. 
This attitude caused the department 
“much anxiety,” he added, and finally 
resulted in a “blunt” admonition that 
the protection of troop ships was the 
navy’s first mission. | | 
The secretary took exception to Ad 
miral Sims’ “attempts to -give the 
British most of the credit for carrying 
American troops overseas and protect 
ing them en route.”

Reach Agreement to Vote 
Tomorrow.

Washington, D. C., May 13.—[Spe 
cial.]}—The Senate entered into a unan 
imous consent agreement today to vote 
at 4 o'clock Saturday afternoon on the | 
Knox resolution. There is every indi- 
cation that the resolution will pass. | 
The Republicans expect to lose only | 
one vote, but will gain five from the 
Democratic side, so that the measure | 
probably will have a majority of about 
ten. 
Before the voting agreement was 
reached the Senate without a roll call 
struck out the provision requesting 
the president to open negotiations with 
Germany for a separate treaty of com- 
merce and amity.

pant,” he said.

THE BOULEVARD LINK: CREDIT 


TO;WHOM CREDIT IS DUE. 

Today Chicago celebrates the opening of the 
boulevard link, the greatest single improvement 
in the history of the city with the exception 
of the opening of the drainage canal.‘ It is 
a monument to the “I Will” spirit of the city—a 
practical monument which will be enjoyed daily 
by thousands upon thousands of persons, and 
which clears the way to more rapid growth and 
development. 

The city owes a debt of appreciation to the in- 
dividuals who have made the improvement possible, 
and to those who have brought it to completion. 
No one man or group of men can take the entire 
credit There is glory enough for all. 

Three mayors—Harrison, Busse, and Thompson-— 
have practically equal rights to commendation 
for the finished work. Mayor Thompson is for- 
tunate in that the great project has been com- 
pleted in'his administration. The privilege of dedi- 
cation is his, and as the actual work of construc: 
tion was accomplished under the able direction of 
his appointee, Michael J. Faherty, the honor of 
the day is freely accorded him. 

Other men, strong in ambition and energy for 
the improvement of Chicago, have similar claims 
to honor, although official recognition is now denied 
them. Without their efforts today’s accomplish- 
ment would have been as impossible at this time 
as without the efforts of the present administra- 
tion. 

Mayor Harrison reveals that a woman was the 
first to conceive the great idea. She was Mrs. 
Horatio N. May, wife of the city controller in the 
early 90s, when Hempstead Washburne was mayor. 
John B. Hayes, chief clérk of the board of improve- 
ments in 1899, further developed the idea. Mayor 
Harrison adopted it and put it before the council 
in 1904, when the double deck boulevard was sug- 
gested and a committee of aldermen named to 
work out the plan. It suffered a setback under 
Mayor Dunne, but was restored to life under Mayor 
Busse with the formation of the Chicago Plan 
commission, which brought the great ambition and 
untiring energy of Charles H. Wacker into the 
work. 

In 1913, again under Mayor Harrison, the first 
link ordinance was passed and the legal difficulties 
the way were attacked. Years of litigation fol- 
lowed, with the light of achievement showing con- 
stantly brighter ahead.

We fail to see what good such a revelation of 
presidential impatience with British naval conduct 
can exert in improvement of the American naval 
conditions for which Secretary Daniels is largely 
responsible. The harm of such disclosures, on the 
other hand, is obvious. They tend to increase the 
international irritation already made evident in 
the British parliament and the United States con- 
gress. No good can come of such revelations by 
the secretary of ‘the navy except as personal balm 
to the vanity bruised by Admiral Sims. 

For this reason we are forced to believe ‘that 
these disclosures of the confidential 
messages are made without his ‘knowledge. If 
such be the case, it furnishes convincing proof of: 
the truth of the statement recently made by Mr: 
Bryan that the president is being guarded from 
information essential to the formation of sound 
opinion and the exercise of good judgment. Such 
a situation in the White House is truly deplorable.

Akron, O., be it known, is a banner city of the 
United States with respect to increased population 
in the last decade. Its census figures show that it 
made a gain of more than 200 per cent from 1910 
to 1920. 

Akron has no special advantages other than the 
enterprise of those engaged in its basic industries 
and the spirit of codperation prevailing among Ak- 
ron’s citizens. It is a manufacturing city and its 
chief business is the manufacture of rubber tires and 
rims. 

The city got its start in the world by building 
up a cereal business, making use of the grain pro- 
duced in that section of Ohio, and by turning the 
clay of its adjoining hills into brick, tile, and pipe. 
Then it went into the manufacture of tires, a busi- 
ness in which it dominates. _ 

Without the enlistment of its civic spirit, Akron 
probably would have remained in the class of mod- 
erately progressive and moderately prosperous inland 
cities which are found throughout the central states. 
Twenty years ago it was a small town. It got ahead 
because its people got together and pulled together. 

Comparatively recent happenings in Akron furnish 
the clew to Akron's success. When, during the war, 
railroad freight service failed the city, its manufac- 
turers promptly purchased motor trucks with which 
to move their products and bring in raw material. 
When it realized that there was a housing problem 
ahead of it, its people immediately organized a $5,000, - 
000 corporation te build houses. They put another 
$5,000,000 into a hospital and ‘$2,000,000 into a welfare 
work fund for emergencies. It is now putting $12,- 
§0@,000 into new hotels. : |

CAUSES OF HEART DISEASE. 

S. G. R. writes: “1. Please say what 
causes a man of 60 to die of heart dis- 
ease when he has felt quite well right 
up to the time of his death. The man 
I have in mind was not fat, and lived a 
very regular life, but had a strenuous 
position. He exercised by walking two 
or three miles a day, and never com- 
plained of feeling sick. 

“2. Covld he have lived longer if cau- 
tioned, and by what means?” 


REPLY. 

1. A man with crippled heart valves but 
with a well compensated heart muscle may 
not be ehort winded and may not suspect 
heart disease. A break in compensatidn may 
cause him to fail rapidly and die after a 
short illness. A form of valvular heart dis- 
ease known as aortic stenosis is apt to cause 
sudden death. Death generally is sudden in 
the intermittent form of heart digease known 
@s angina pectoris. Aneurysm of the heart or 
of a blood vessel near the heart occasionally 
causes death without much warning. Syphilis 
of the heart muscle sometimes causes sudden 
death. There is some danger of sudden death 
in irregular heart beat due to various catises.

2. Periodic physical examinations furnish 
a fairly effective safeguard against sudden 
unexpected death from heart disease. In the 
great majority of cases in which there are no 
ordinary symptoms, but nevertheless heart 
is crippled, examination will disclose some 
warning signs. In most cases of heart dis- 
ease taken early properly regulated habits 


will add years to the span of life.

CABBAGES 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


There are two uncommon cabbages, 
the Savoy and Chinese or Pe Tsia, that 
should be in every gardener’s patch. 
They are unique in appearance and are 
not common because gardeners are not 
familiar with them. 

The Chinese Is a newcomer in this 
country, but is now a favorite for 
summer use. Some think it a celery 
plant. It is a cabbage of upright 
growth and so much like celery it is 
commonly called the celery cabbage. 
As a salad vegetable it ranks among. 
the best. 

Since the Chinese cabbage grows | 


like celery, the plants may be set much ' = 


closer together than the old fashioned, 
flat headed kraut varieties. Twelve. 
inches is about the right distance be- | 
tween the plants, but they do fairly 
well if set only ten inches apart. They 
are ready for use comparatively early 
and have a delicate flavor. The snowy | 
white leaves on the inside are excel- 
lent for salad. | 

- "The Savoy cabbage is an unusually | 
good variety for summer use, bécause 
of its fine flavor, but it hasn’t the rep- 
utation as a keeper that some of the 
common classes have. It differs from | 
the ordinary cabbage in its crinkled, | 
corrugated leaves and its deep green 
color. One of its outstanding qualities ' 
is ite striking flavor, which resembles 
the cauliflower probably more than the | 
ordinary cabbage. 

These two uncommon cabbages, as 
well as the ordinary types, will respond 
readfly to a light sprinkling of nitrate
